WOMEN WORKERS BIG FACTOR 
IN ITS SUCCESS. 


South San Francisco has success¬ 
fully completed the last job of war. 
The city has made good on its final 
duty to the Government and has not 
failed or forgotten the sacrifices of 
the boys who so cheerfully offered 
their all and turned the tide of vic¬ 
tory. The city's Victory Loan q->ota 
of $185,000 has been reached in one 
sudden leap, and according to latest 
reports will be exceeded by $5000. 
South San Francisco went “over the 
top” Thursday afternoon at 3 o’clock, 
after a whirlwind campaign among 
the industries by Chairman Henry 
Haaker, E. C. Peck and Dr. F. S. 
Dolley. 

County Chairman L. P. Behrens 
stated to a representative of The En¬ 
terprise on Thursday that the coast- 
side districts are lagging in their 
quota and it will probably be neces¬ 
sary for South San Francisco, Red¬ 
wood City, Burlingame and San 
Mateo to make up the deficit to bring 
the entire county up to 100 per cent. 

Women Make Good. 

Mrs. E. C. Peck, chairman of the 
Woman’s Victory Loan Committee 
here, has awarded one of the Hun 
helmets offered as prizes to Miss 
Viola Hein; the other will be donated 
to the city and placed on exhibition 
at the Public Library. 

The work of Miss Hein in the Vic¬ 
tory Loan will stand as one of the 
bright achievements of the city and 
probably as one of the banner records 
of the whole country for individual 
solicitation. Miss Hein, through her 
personal canvass, collected $26,000 
of the $40,000 raised by the women 
workers, or nearly one-seventh of the 
total amount subscribed by the entire 
city. 

Commenting on this accomplish¬ 
ment, Mrs. Peck said, "Miss Hein is 
deserving of the highest praise for 
her splendid work, but the willing¬ 
ness, courtesy and cheerfulness 
which was shown by all the ladies on 
the committee was unfailing and 
deeply gratifying. I want to thank 
each of them for their readiness to 
undertake anything which would tend 
to swell the subscriptions to the Vic¬ 
tory Loan. South San Francisco can 
well be proud of the varied and suc¬ 
cessful war activities and patriotism 
of its women.” 

Heavy Subscriptions. 

Among the notably large subscrip¬ 
tions to the Victory Loan are the 
Schaw-Batcher Shipyards, $75,000; 
Pacific Coast Steel Company (em¬ 
ployees), $5000; Pacific Coast Steel 
Company, $5000; City of South San 
Francisco, $5000; Enterprise Foundry, 
$2000; South San Francisco Land and 
Improvement Company, $10,000; 
Western Meat Company, $10,000; 
Western Meat Company (employees), 
$28,000; W. P. Fuller & Co. (em¬ 
ployees), $7000. 

Mrs. Jensen, chairman of Colma, 
through the determined efforts of an 
enthusiastic corps of workers, raised 
$20,000 among the merchants and 
ranchers of that city, an enviable 
record considering its population. 

Under the direction of Chairman

Trus¬ 
tee Cunningham sharply warned Fer¬ 
rari that he must observe the ordi¬ 
nances and should further complaints 
be made by the City Marshal he 
would be fined $100 and lose his 
license. 

Reports of the city officers were 
read and accepted. 

At a special meeting of the board 
held on Tuesday evening, the date for 
the coming municipal bond election 
was set for June 10.

ANOTHER INDUSTRY ADDED TO 
LONG FACTORY LIST; WILL EM- 
PLOY ONE HUNDRED MEN. 


The Master Refining Company, a 
lubricating oil plant, has been added 
to the long list of South San Fran¬ 
cisco industries, according to an an¬ 
nouncement made Friday morning by 
W. J. Martin, manager of the South 
San Francisco Land and Improvement 
Company. 

The Master Refining Company, a 
subsidiary plant of a Pittsburg cor¬ 
poration, has purchased a three-acre 
site between the Steiger Terra Cotta 
and Pottery Works and the W. .P. 
Fuller Company. The initial purchase 
was made with an option on ten addi¬ 
tional acres on the same location. 
The company will employ one hun¬ 
dred men when the business is well 
established and will immediately com¬ 
mence construction of a temporary 
oil storage plant between the Ameri¬ 
can Marble and Mosaic Works and 
Western Meat Company. This storage 
plant will require twenty men for its 
operation. 

To Make Improvements. 

The factory site between the Steiger 
and Fuller plants, where the refining 
company will locate its buildings, is 
to be graded, the land adjoining the 
water front is to be filled, wharves 
will be erected on the channel and a 
regular service of oil tanker boats is 
to be established. 

The advent of the Master Refining 
Company will have an important 
bearing on the industries already lo¬ 
cated In South San Francisco, for it 
is the purpose of the plant to con¬ 
struct oil pipe supply lines to the 
various factories, this additional ser¬ 
vice adding one more worth-while 
reason for industries to locate here. 

According to W. J. Martin there is 
another deal pending, with a prob¬ 
ability of being closed on Friday, for 
the purchase of a six-acre factory 
site, details of which will be an¬ 
nounced later.

OILS 

SCHAW-BATCHER CO. CAN COM- 

PETE WITH FOREIGN BUILD¬ 
ERS; NINTH VESSEL LAUNCHED 
SUNDAY. 

When the 8800-ton steamer “West 
Cactus” slid from her ways at the 
Schaw-Batcher shipyard at 6 o’clock 
Sunday evening, the ninth hull built 
by the company for the United States 
Emergency Fleet Corporation had 
been successfully launched. The vessel 
was sponsored by Mrs. Gaston, wife 
of the resident United States Govern¬ 
ment inspector. Manager A. L. 
Becker had the honor of driving the 
final rivet in the steel hull of the 
“West Cactus,” and O. B. Kibele, 
plant superintendent, presented Mrs. 
Gaston with a handsome diamond 
bar pin, the sponsor's gift from the 
management. Several hundred visit¬ 
ors journeyed from San Francisco 
and other bay cities to witness the 
launching. 

The "West Cactus” is the first boat 
to be built on the second government 
contract awarded by the United States 
Shipping Board to the Schaw-Batcher 
yard. The final hull of the first eight 
boats on the initial government con¬ 
tract was launched at noon on March 
26, Miss Isabelle Becker, daughter 
of A. L. Becker, christening the 
vessel tlie “West Aleta” to the accom¬ 
panying cheers of spectators and 
workmen, who clambered to vantage 
points about the surrounding ways to 
witness the baptism of the hull. The 
“West Aleta" will be given a sea trial 
trip in about three weeks. 

Up to the Men. 

In an interview with a representa¬ 
tive of The Enterprise, previous to 
the launching of the "West Cactus," 
A. L. Becker spoke with high pride of 
the development of the Schaw-Batcher 
shipyard from a barren mud flat to its 
present high point of efficiency. He 
spoke with conviction and emphasis. 

“We are in a position to compete 
with any shipyard in the world, and . 
1 say this advisedly. If the men who 
actually build the ships will do their 
part, and 1 am confident that the men 
in our employ are seeing the absolute 
necessity of doing their part if they 
are to continue to share in the pros¬ 
perity of the great industry which has 
sprung up on the Pacific Coast, the 
Schaw-Batcher yard will be a per¬ 
manent institution. In an organiza¬ 
tion as large as ours there are bound 
to be some drones, but the great ma¬ 
jority of the men are alert to the 
necessity and justice of co-operating 
with us," he continued. 

The shipyard can build a ship a 
month under its present efficiency, 
and even this building time may be 
reduced when the yard is working at 
its maximum capacity.

New Issue Has Special Appeal

. Resolution of the Board of Trustees 
of the City of South San Francisco 
Declaring' Its Intention to Improve 
California is. venue, Fine Avenue, Aspen 
Avenue, Juniper Avenue, Olive Ave¬ 
nue, Cypress Avenue, Armour Avenue, 
Maple Avenue, the Alley In Block 
Numbered 139 and the Alley in Block 
Numbered 130. 


Whereas public interest and conveni¬ 
ence require that the work and improve¬ 
ment hereinafter described should be 
done; and 

Whereas in the opinion of the Board 
of Trustees of the City of South San 
Francisco, said contemplated work and 
improvement is, and is hereby declared 
to be of more than local or ordinary 
public benefit; 

Now, therefore, resolved by the Board 
of Trustees of the City of South San 
Francisco, that it is the intention of 
said Board to order the following work 
and improvement to be done in said 
City, to-wit: 

Section A. That the following streets 
in said City of South San Francisco, 
between the lines hereinafter mentioned, 
be improved by grading the roadway of 
each of said streets from curb line to 
curb line, for the full length of each of 
said streets, between said lines, and by 
constructing therein cement concrete 
gutters two (2) feet wide on both sides 
of each of said streets for the full 
length of each of said streets between 
each of said lines, and by paving each 
of said streets for the full length of 
each of said streets between said lines, 
and for the full width thereof between 
gutters, with a pavement consisting, of 
an asphaltic concrete wearing surface 
one and one-half (1%> inches in thick¬ 
ness laid on a cement concrete base four 
(4) inches in thickness. The streets 
hereinbefore referred to are the follow¬ 
ing: 

California Avenue, from the easterly 
boundary line of Maple Avenue to the 
westerly boundary line of Linden Ave¬ 
nue and from The easterly boundary 
line of Linden Avenue to the westerly 
boundary line of San Bruno Road;

Steel mill operations in the Pitts¬ 
burg district are continuing to de¬ 
crease and are now about 60 per cent 
on an average. Nearly all material 
produced at present is against old 
orders, as there is very little new 
business being placed. 

Leading independent steel plants 
are operating at about 48 per cent of 
capacity, while the mills of the Steel 
Corporation are understood to be op¬ 
erating at 65 per cent. 

In the pig iron market there are 
but few buyers, and what orders are 
given are for limited tonnages that 
offer the producer little incentive to 
< ut prices. A number of furnaces 
expect to go out of blast and await 
the revival of activity in steel, allow¬ 
ing their costs to decline at the same 
time. 

In the Mahoning and Shenango 
valleys there are twenty furnaces 
idle out of forty-six. Carnegie Steel 
Company has thirty-three furnaces 
active and twenty-six idle. This is 
the largest number the company has 
had idle for a long time. 

Steel mills furnishing billets to 
plants that manufacture automobile 
parts report this line of trade is mov¬ 
ing rather freely. Consumption of 
sheet bars by sheet and tinplate mills 
is not running much over 50 per cent 
of normal output. 

There is not much - activity in the 
plate market, although a shipment of 
25,000 tons of plates, shapes and bars 
is being made to American Car and 
Foundry Company. This will be used 
in the manufacture of 10,000 cars for 
export to the Italian State Railways. 
The Carnegie Steel Company during 
March fabricated something over 
126,000 tons of plates, principally for 
ships being built by the Emergency 
Fleet Corporation. Some of the 
smaller plate mills are operating less 
than 50 per cent and may be com¬ 
pelled to shut down if business does 
not take a turn upward.

Thoughtless Taxation 


It is as easy to develop a spirit of recklessness in taxation as it is in 
spending money. In the latter case the reckless spender pays the price of 
his own extravagance, in the former the citizen pays the penalty of reckless 
extravagance. 

Spending tax money is now a mania and it is time to look toward more 
economic taxation methods and also spending of taxes. 

There is entirely too much feeling that Congress can plaster on taxes 
and that there is nothing left to do but pay. 

It is easily possible to tax an industry and those dependent on it clear 
out of business. Take for example the extra 5 per cent excise tax on candy 
and confectionery. 

To the thoughtless legislator, it is a simple thing to raise a large sum 
by a special tax on candy makers. 

As candy manufacturers cannot stand any such tax out of their profits, 
it must be added to selling price or taken out of quality. 

If the former, consumption is cut, thus adversely affecting Western sugar 
beet growing and maufacture and reducing the amount the consumers of 
this country get for their money. If manufacturers try to absorb the tax 
by making an inferior product at the former price, the people pay in quality 
and the sugar Industry suffers. 

This is a good illustration of special or class taxation and there is 
altogether too much of it in this country to-day. It is high time to start on 
getting back to the true American principle of equal taxation for all, not 
only in candy manufacture but other lines of industry. 

The candy industry is the thirty-fifth largest in the United States. It 
employs hundreds and hundreds of thousands of people, mostly women. It 
supplies a food product which is the great joy and pleasure of childhood and 
is a wholesome nourishing food, supplying the system with an essential 
requirement. Is it right or just to burden this or any other great industry 
with a special tax which it can obviously not stand? 

It is the height of folly in these times to handicap any industry by killing 
taxation, when employment is needed as the one sure counteractive for Bol¬ 
shevism.

The immigrants 
are not as numerous now as before the war, but they may still be seen as 
they make their first declaration. 

The officer administering the form often gives a short description of the 
qualities that constitute an anarchist, and then says: “If there is any an¬ 
archist here, let him hold up his hand.” And up go most of the hands. 

Few of the applicants have understood half of his remarks. "Let him 
hold up his hand” is about all that has penetrated the minds of most of them, 
owing to their unfamiliarity with the language. The officer’s speech lias 
merely been a test, and he good-naturedly urges them to make a diligent 

study of the language before applying for final papers.

This occurrence was, naturally, far commoner before July, 1914, and 
since then many an applicant lias secured his final papers. Whether the 
Americanization process lias been complete in each case is a matter of 
doubt, and each of us who finds opportunities of familiarizing recent arrivals 
witli our national institutions, language and ideals is under a weighty 
obligation to make those opportunities fruitful.

WELFARE WORK IN 
DEPARTMENT STORES 

{Contributed by the San Mateo County 
Conference of Social Agencies.) 

The San Jose Mercury reports a 
speech given at the State Conference 
of Social Agencies: 

“Less than a score of years ago 
people did not think much about the 
girl behind the counter and among 
factory wheels, or of the child whose 
days were spent in toil, deprived of 
everything that is the rightful heri¬ 
tage of the child. They just took these 
people as a matter of course, and 
whether or not they were able to 
swim or had to sfnk in the tides that 
held their destinies did not enter into 
public calculation. ^ 

“Then Marie and Mrs. John Van 
Voorst, who saw in the shop and fac¬ 
tory girl the heroine of a great 
human drama, stored their sealskin 
coats and their hundred dollar gowns. 
They left their check books behind, 
too, and handicapped as the toiler is 
handicapped—or was then—set out to 
taste her life and study her problems 
by toiling beside her. The result was 
-The Woman Who Toils,’ an awaken¬ 
ing on the part of thousands who read 
the book to the miserable conditions 
under which she often toils, and sub¬ 
sequently in the passing of laws in a 
dozen states to better the conditions 
of women and children workers. Per¬ 
haps the Van Voorsts might not have 
had sufficient persistence with their 
idealism to have pursued investigation 
to the beginning of constructive ef¬ 
fort but for the help and encourage¬ 
ment of that great American whose 
heart was never far from the welfare 
of the people. When Theodore Roose¬ 
velt saw the plan of the New York 
women of wealthier position to go 
among a less fortunate sisterhood and 
publish results to the world, he be¬ 
lieved it to be the beginning of a 
worthy reform and urged them on 
their way. Ho it was who examined 
their manuscript and made sugges¬ 
tions concerning it before it went to 
a publisher, and knowing the ap¬ 
proval of tho President of the United 
States would secure it recognition 
throughout the country, he wrote a 
preface to the book and threw his 
personal influence toward its intro¬ 
duction. It meant laying a great 
foundation. Gradually came a new 
element into the life of shop and fac¬ 
tory girl, a recognition of those work¬ 
ers as human beings instead of just 
as automatons to turn levers or un¬ 
roll bolts of ribbon.

News of the County 


Official invitations for the home¬ 
coming reception of the city of Ala¬ 
meda to its 1300 fighting men who 
entered war service, have been re¬ 
ceived by The Enterprise. The recep¬ 
tion will be held Flag Day, June 14. 
The Alameda Elks will incorporate as 
a part of the official program the Flag 
Day observance of the lodge. The 
reception plans include an afternoon 
parade of returned fighting men, 
sailors from the training station at 
Goat Island, a battalion of troops from 
the San Francisco Presidio, the Boy 
Scouts, Alameda High School Cadets, 
Spanish War Veterans, Grand Army 
men and 5000 Alameda school chil¬ 
dren. The program includes ad¬ 
dresses by Governor W. D. Stephens, 
the Hon. J. R. Knowland and Mayor 
James Rolph of San Francisco, the 
Elks’ Flag Day ritual, a community 
sing led by numerous bands and 
many other features. Medals will be 
presented each fighting man, either 
being personally awarded or given 
into the keeping of relatives until the 
fighting man returns. 

Governor William D. Stephens, the 
California Congressional delegation, 
the California State Legislature, the 
mayors of the State and numerous 
military and naval officers and the 
press of California have been invited 
to be the special guests of the city of 
Alameda on that day. 

The reception is the largest and 
most comprehensive affair of its kind 
ever planned by the city of Alameda 
and it is expected that 100,000 per¬ 
sons will visit the Encinal City for 
the Flag Day celebration.

The cost of living for American 
wage-earners declined less than 3 per 
cent during the period from the sign¬ 
ing of the armistice to the first week 
of March, 1919, according to a pre¬ 
liminary statement just issued by the 
National Industrial Conference Board. 
In March, 1919, the cost of living was 
still approximately 60 to 65 per cent 
above the pre-war level, as contrasted 
with an increase of 65 to 70 per cent 
in November, 1918, and of 50 to 55 per 
cent in June, 1918, as brought out by 
the board’s two previous studies of 
the subject.

Bazaar Postponed Several Times 
Scheduled for Next 
Week. 

The much-talked-of fair for the 
benefit of All Souls’ Church will be 
held on Thursday, Friday and Satur¬ 
day of the coming week in the Parish 
Hall on Miller avenue, next door to 
the church.

The edifice Is a subject of pride 
not alone to the Catholics of the city, 
but to all citizens. 

Feeling that the comnyinity appre¬ 
ciates this beautiful group of build¬ 
ings, the members of All Souls’ 
Parish believe the fair in aid of the 
parish will be made a financial suc¬ 
cess. The ladies of the parish have 
: been preparing for it for months, and 
all who patronize it will not only be 
amply repaid but will also have the 
satisfaction of helping a good cause 
and contributing materially to the 
good appearance and well being of 
our city.

Last year all reserves 
were called out and the senior class 
at the normal school had been acting 
as teachers. 

"Teachers’ salaries are on the in¬ 
crease and the general outlook is 
good,” Mr. Anderson said.
